Too Close Grazing 
May Damage Grass, 
Research Reveals 


GAINESVILLE — You old tim- 
ers remember-what the guiding 
theory behind cutting .and close 
grazing grass was? It was, keep 
it short and always mow the grass 
evenly between rotations. Now the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture 
has come up with something new 
on the subject of mowing and clip- 
ping pastures. 

USDA personnel have found’ ae 
if you remove too much of 
grass’ top. growth: by an Pao or 
mowing it closely, the ‘roots will 
stop growing until the tops recover. 
Taking off more than half of the 
foliage at a single cutting causes 
root growth to stop for a time after 
each clipping. 

A single cutting that removed 
most of the foliage stopped root 
growth —-usually within 24 hours 
— for periods ranging from 6: to 
18 days and the roots didn’t resume 
growth anti after the top groyth
